The total lend lease aid of $1,- 
202,000,000 
included $723,000,000 
of articles 
transferred, some

or use or in process of m anufac­ 
ture, serving and repair of naval

and the second of $5,9 85,000,000, 
the report di.sclosed that $9 ,180,- 
000,000 or approximately three- 
fourths, had been allocated while 
$5,243,000,000 had actually been 
obligated.

Knox Reports To Roosevelt 
After 
reporting 
to 
President 
Roosevelt on his return from a 
hurried 
five-day 
round 
trip 
to 
survey the effect of the raid at 
first 
hand, 
the 
naval 
secretary 
told a press conference that aside 
from the Arizona, ships destroy­ 
ed included the old target ship 
U th, 
3 
destroyers— the 
Cassin, 
Downes, and Shaw — and also the 
mine layer Oglala. 
Damaged vessels included the 
old battleship Oklahoma, which 
capsized but can be repaired. 
“The entire balance of the P a ­ 
cific fleet with its aircraft car­ 
riers, the heavy cruisers, its light 
cruisers, its destroyers and sub­ 
marines are uninjured and are 
all at sea seeking contact with 
the enemy,” Knox said. 
Quickly he told a questioner 
that the fleet included battleships 
as well. 
Fail For “ Knock Out” 
“The 
Japanese 
failed,” 
Knox 
said, in their purpose “to knock 
out the United States before the 
w ar began.” 
K nox said flatly that the “U nit­ 
ed States services were not on 
the alert against the surprise air 
attack.” 
A formal investigation, he said, 
would be instituted by President 
Roosevelt immediately. 
In

m eantim e he said there had been 
no changes in command. 
Taking 
part in 
the Japanese 
attack, K nox revealed, were two- 
m an submarines. 
Of the three submarines known 
to have been lost, he said one was 
norm al size, one small and the 
third, which was captured, was 
also a small one. 
Some Ships Roll Over 
Aside from those killed, 20 of­ 
ficers and 636 men were listed as 
wounded. 
The ratio of dead

K nox explained,

ships rolled over.

w a r was done in Hawaii, with the

Tells Congress 
Of Aggression 
Aets By J apan 


Attacks On U. S. 
At Time Desire 
F or Peace VoieecI 


WASHINGTON, Dec. I 5- 4T ’)— 
President Roosevelt told Congress 
today how Japa n ’s course of ag­ 
gression in the Pacific xvas cli-1 
maxed by an attack on the United 
State» a^ the x*ery time she was 
x’oicing a desire for peace, and 
declared that “there is the record, 
for all history to read in amaze­ 
ment, in sorrow, in horror and 
in disgust!” 
I 
“ We are now at war,” the pres- i 
ident said. “We are fighting in I 
self defense. 
We are fighting in 
defense of our national existence, 
of our right to be secure, of our 
right to enjoy 
the blessings of 
peace. 
“We are fighting in defense of 
principles of law and order, and 
justice, against an effort of un­ 
precedented ferocity to overthrow 
those principles 
and 
to impose 
upon humanity a regime of ruth­ 
less domination 
by 
unrestricted 
and arbitrary force.” 
The chief executive’s message 
was a chronology 
of American 
and Japanese negotiations and of 
history 
prior 
to 
Japa n ’s 
on­ 
slaught in the Pacific eight days 
ago. 
Supporting his summary with 
documents 
and 
correspondence, 
Mr. Roosevelt asserted that the 
“barbaric aggression of Japan in 
Manchuria,” ten years ago set the 
example and 
pattern 
for 
the 
course of conquest pursued by the 
axis powers. 
“Through the years which fol­ 
lowed,” he said, “Germany, Italy 
and Japan reached 
an 
under­ 
standing 
to time 
their acts 
of 
aggression to their common ad­ 
vantage— and to bring about the 
ultimate enslavement of the rest 
of the world.” 
Tried For Understanding 
He disclosed that several for­ 
mulas were offered and discussed 
in 
negotiations 
by 
which 
the 
United States hoped to achieve an 
understanding 
with 
Japan 
for 
achieving permanent peace in the 
Pacific. 
But the Japanese gov­ 
ernment, he said, continued upon 
its course of w ar and conquest. 
Japa n ’s real reply to the ulti­ 
mate effort to 
preserve 
peace, 
made by the war lords and evi­ 
dently formulated many days be­ 
fore, the president said, “took the 
form of an attack which had al- ' 
ready been made without warn-
